1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town charges for the year and make ap- 
propriations for the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to eatharize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town highways. 


5. Toseeif the Town will accept State aid for the 
construction of Class V roads, and raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $223.16. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $843.37 for street lighting. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $55.00 for care of cemeteries as 
provided in Chapter 68, Section 5, Laws of 1942. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $75.00 for the observance of Me- 
morial Day. 
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9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Northwood Public Li- 
brary. 


10. To see if the Town will vote a discount on 
such part of taxes as paid on or before July 15, 1944. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for interest on temporary 
loans. . 


12. To see what action the Town will take rela- 
tive to the compensation of the Treasurer of the Trust 
Funds. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to elect one road 
agent and fix compensation for same. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a 
dump truck with snow plow and wing and raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,700.00. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the non- 
partisan ballot system created by New Hampshire 
Laws 1948, Chapter 22, and amending Chapter 34, of 
the Revised Laws of 1942. 


16. To see if the Town will fix a penalty of twen- 
ty cents on all poll taxes not paid before July 1. 


17. To see what action the Town will take rela- 
tive to the compensation of Tax Collector for this and 
future years. 


18. To see if the Town of Northwood will author- 
ize the Selectmen to purchase a $1,000 Government 
Bond. (cost $740.00) from Surplus Funds, such bond 
to be used at some future time for Town maintenance. 


19. To transact any other business to come before 
said meeting.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 





To the School Board and Citizens of Northwood: 


The total enrollment in the elementary schools 
of Northwood at present is 6 per cent greater than 
that of a year ago, divided as follows:

Ridge Primary 1-4 Miss Helen C.-Marison 26 
Ridge Grammar 5-8 Mrs. Helen Guptill 18 


Total, 101 


Forty-three Northwood pupils have been enrolled 
at Coe-Brown Northwood Academy this year. Be- 
tween the first of September and the last of December, 
28 different Academy students worked a total of 192 
days on time released from school under a plan ar- 
ranged by educational and defense authorities and ag- 
ricultural leaders, according to the report of Head- 
master Lewis F. Foote. In the whole state, 3,352 boys 
-and 1,977 girls were released from high schools to 
harvest apples, potatoes, beans, corn, and other im- 
portant crops, and to do general farm work, in addi- 
tion to those who worked before and after school and 
during the summer. With federal and state coopera- 
tion, two courses for adults were conducted, one in 
Food Production by Mr. Orlando A. Lester and one 
by Miss Helen Bartlett in Processing of Farm Foods. 
Another course in gardening is planned for this spring. 
In the Hubbard Contest for departments of vocational 
agriculture in the state, the first prize of 100 New 
Hampshire chicks was won in 1943 by Carroll Bailey 
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and in 1944 by Robert Bailey. Other prizes of 50 
chicks in this contest went to. Robert Bailey in 1943 
and Richard Genest, Carroll Bailey, William O’Neil, 
and Murray .Tasker in 1944, constituting a total of 
seven awards to the Academy out of eighteen in the 
state. In June, Irving Cummings ’43 received next 
to the highest award from the State Council of De- 
fense for his essay on America and the Post-War 
World. On the dissolution of the National Youth Ad- 
ministration, the Academy was able to procure much 
valuable shop equipment. 


The issuance of War Ration Book No. 4 was ac- 
complished in one day, with the teachers and other 
citizen registrars distributing 833 books in North- 
wood, October 23, 1944. The school lunch program 
has been continued on a rationed basis. Special musical 
instruction has been continued under the direction of 
Mrs. Esther B. Coombs. 


The report of the School Nurse, Miss Margaret 
Macdonald, R.N., shows the completion of the regular 
health examination of all pupils, together with special 
attention to suspected contagious disease, reports and 
visits to homes, and guidance given as to diet, health 
habits, and safety. Nineteen pupils were treated by 
Dr. C. H. Manning, D.D.S., at the Dental Clinic ar- 
ranged by the School Nurse and sponsored by Harvey 
Lake Women’s Club. Audiometer tests were given to 
65 pupils last year, revealing more or less serious hear- 
ing difficulties among several children. By knowing 
the extent of these difficulties, teachers will be able to 
adapt their instruction with special care to the in- 
dividuals affected. 


The celebration of the two hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Thomas Jefferson since last April 13 
reminds us of the many important events studied by 
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every school child, in which this illustrious man was 
prominent. Author of the Declaration of Independence 
and the Statute of Virginia for Religious Freedom, 
Secretary of State under George Washington, Vice- 
President and third President of the United States; 
he considered his contribution to education in found- ~ 
ing the University of Virginia as one of the three accom- 
plishments of his life worthy to be inscribed on his 
tombstone. He said that he would choose his education 
even above the estate which his father left him, and 
he believed that with universal education the common 
people could govern for themselves better than aristo- 
crats could govern for them. Education for truth and 
freedom is the only thing that will lead men to believe 
in democracy, to defend it, and to extend its benefits 
to the oppressed of the whole world.
